Foreign Missions. 


your Committee on Foreign Missions, beg leave, 
That oir churches are engaged in preach- 
ing the gospel i in the following countries, to-wit: Italy, 
China, Africa, Brazil and Mexico, with the following 
statistics: In Italy we have fifteen native and foreign 
missionaries, fourteen churches and stations, three hum- 
dred and six members and twenty-six baptisms during 
the last wear, In China we have tifty-four native and

foreign missionaries, twenty-four chutches and stations, 


. forty-six baptisms during the past year, six’ hundred 


and seventy-seven members, eighteen schools with two 
hundred and three pupils, contributions $699 61 ; be- 
sides a chapel built ‘at a cost of $1,000 by a native dea- 
con. In Africa we have sixteen native and foreign. 


missionaries, with one hundred and thirty-eight mem- 


bers and twenty-six baptisms during last year; we have 
five schools, six’ teachers, two hundred and eighty-four 
pupils and five churches and chapels. . In Brazil we have 
fourteen foreign and native missionaries, six churches 
and stations with one hundred ,and seventy-five mem- 
bers, and during the last year baptized thirty. In 
Mexico we bave seventeen native and. foreign mission- 
aries, twenty-one churches and stations, three hundred 


‘and fifty membets and baptized during the past year 


one hundred; in ‘schools one hundred pupils; the num- 
ber received for baptism but not yet baptized, one hun- 
dred and fifty, and contributions $823. ; 

Hence, we ‘have under our support 116 ‘native and 
foreign missionaries, with a total’membership of 1,551 ; 
total baptisms during the past year, 228; total contribu- 
tions on the field, $3,012 61, which is above two dollars 
per member. The whole foreign world is, whitening for 
the harvest; the cry from every direction is tor the har- 
vesters to come in. But, alas! though the harvest is 
great, the laborers are few ; ‘and these have tlieir hands 
tied by reason of meagre resources.’ And the command 
to preach the gospel to every creature is to-day 4s im- 
perative as when spoken by the Master to His deciples.

Your Committee on State Missions beg leave to re- 
port: 


There has been much pr tow anks the spread of 
‘ truth, during the past year, in ‘onr own State. We have 
have had fifty-six missionaries Jaboring all or part of 
their time, having preached 2 p46 sermons, and, in con- 
nection with this work, there have been 753 .baptisms 
and much other work in the way of establishing and de- 
veloping churches, and distributing. good literature. 
This is not solely confined to the 'white population of the 
State, but. the colored man is being taught the way of 
the Lord more perfectly by our brothers, L. Ball and’ 
others, which work is certainly. much needed, for we 
do not have to go into the regions beyond to find a peo- 
ple who are slaves to ignorance and superstition. 

We feel gratified to Know that there is an ine reasing 
interest among our churches on the subject of missions, 
but yet there is great room for, improvement, for there 
is a very large per cent. of our churches, and some mem- 
bets, in nedrly every chyrch,, who do nothing to help 
_ earny the glad tidings of salvation to the destitute. 
Brethren, it is high time to awake out of sleep, and let 
- the ‘time passed suffice to have wrought. the will of the 
flesh, for the day of our redemption draweth nigh, and 
we should endeavor to redeem the time by obeyi ing the 
Master’ s divine command to preach the gospel to.every 
creature. 

There is yet a great deal of destitutidn in our State 
that ought to be supplied with gospel preaching, and 
could easily be, if there was, united eftort.

The use of strong drink is a great curse upon the 
world to-day.! The saloon fosters this use to the great- 
est degree, arid fastens the curse upon our race. It is 
the worst form of the nefarious traffic. It is there that 
the habit of drunkeness is formed; thereydleness and 
vice is nurtured; there law -breaking is practiced ; there 
gambling, blasphemies, licentiousness, murders ,and all 
manner ot iniquities have their most favorable énviron- 
ment. Oh, how many deeds of shame and of blood . 
have their origin and development’ in these dens of in- 
famy. We believe that the traffic in strong drink is a 
crime in the sight of God, and ought to be considered a 
crime in the eyes of the civil law. We would -write 
CRIME in large letters over ev ery saloon in the world. 


It is the duty of Christians to prevent crime by re- 
moving its sources, according to moral and legal meth- 
ods. It is their duty to put an end, in a proper way, 
to the manufacture, use and gale of intoxicating liquors 
as a beverage. To this we feel committed for the sake 
of Christ’s cause, for the sake of law and order, for the 
sake of: humanity. This we can do finally by various 
plans. 


1st. By abstaining from the use ofintoxicating drinks 
of all kinds and names. In this way we can save our- 
selves from intemperance, anil remove a great stumbling _ 
block out of the way of many souls. If meat make my 
brother to stumble, I will eat no more meat while the 
world stands, is the apostle’s rule of abstinence. And 
if all would quit drinking, the traffic would céase. 
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2nd. By instruction ‘as to the evil. effects of strong 
drink upon body, mind and soul. . The hygiene of thé 
drink habit should be made clear to all children of the 


land, Besides the moral teaching ‘on that subject in 


family, Sunday-School and pulpit, there ought to be 
scientific instruction given on this. subject in. all our de- 
nominational, public and State schools. We pledge our 
influence to the enactment of’ laws requiring such in- 
struction in our public schools. \ | ‘ 
3d. By seriptural doctrine and. patient, firm discipline 
in our churches .regarding-the manufacture, ‘use. or sale 


‘of intoxicants as beverages. \ Every church must take 


high grounds oh this question; and maintain it with un- 
wavering firmness. The churches must wash their 


‘hands. clean of this defling business‘sé.dark with crime, 
'so'red:with blood, if they are to rétain the favor of God’ 


or\ the respect of men. -“Deliver;me from blood guilti- 
ness, O God, Thou God of, my salvation.” 

4th. By giving our iufluence to the enactment of laws 
suppressing the traffic; by the prompt, and full enforce- 
ment of all laws against. the tratlic, and by voting for 
such men only for offices of: honor and trust as are op* 
posed to the traffic, we can promote the cause of tem- 
perance most effectively. <! 

The family, the school, the church, the law and the 
ballot-box are all invoked to aid'i in removing this curse 


from the earth. | 
In conclusion, we speak with gratitude of the position 


taken by the preachers, teachers and better instructed 
classes of colored people, as a ‘rule, against the traffic, 


_ and we urge that our people give them all the instruc- 


tion and ancouragement consisfent with social order, — 
law, morals and religion. Hasten the day when alcohol 


shall no more blight and curse the earth.
